I do not assert that the 
Houth Kensington museimt oontaina 
more of them than are to be found iu 
similar institutions on thè continent, 
though it probably docs, for with such 
exquisite aud beautiful skill are these 
objects nowadays forged or “faked” that 
the most practical expert may now and 
again bo victimized hy them almost 
w it bout disgrace. So perfect haa àie art 
of the forger become aud so flue an art 
ist thu forger, so elaborate his piota and 
conspiracies to natch even the warieat of 
directors and collectors, that often the 
only safety lies nowadays in written 
guaranty) and proved proveniance from 
ono reputable collection to another. 1 
need not refer to any even of the most 
notorious forgeries iu South Kensington 
museum, for that is obviously the duty 
of a properly appointed committee at 
experts, w'hich should at the earliest 
IMtssihle uu>meut bo constituted. 1 do 
not agree with Sir J. O. Uobinson'sfirst 
propo»ial, that such frauds should be de 
stroyed out of all existeuce. 


1 believe that a fur better purpose 
would bo served by branding them in- 
deli tily as forgeries aud briugiug tliem 
together iu a siuglo room, to form an 
edifying forgery exhibilion by them­ 
selves, with all particulars aa to the 
dealers from whom they were obtained 
and the prico which was paid for them. 
The educational value ef such a oollso* 
tion would be eonsiderable and as an 
object lesson iustruotive in distinct 
ways to collector, student, forger aud 
director, aud ouly a little moral courage 
would bo requirctl to act on Uie anggea- 
tion. Moreover, the tine artists who 
made them might be thus discovered 
and eucouraged 
iu more honorable 
work. At thè same time the revision of 
the museum labels should bo proceeded 
with aud tho numerous errors which at 
present mislead the publie rumedied.— 
Contemporary Iteview.

How a Rat C o n v o rte d th e T o w n Into 
a H ealth R esort a nd H ow the 
A fflic te d W ere H ealed. 


There was a time 
the residonls of 
St. Joseph drunk nothing but water, but 
that was several years before the silver 
question 
bticame 
an 
issue 
and 
is 
but a dun recollooMon in the 
niiiid> 
of even the c1eart*st lii>aik*d uieinl»er.s of oiir 
pifsent populace. Tliere was u time when 
the residents of St. Joseph took turn» 
carrying the gourd to tho river ami bring­ 
ing it back full of sparkling water to 
queneh ye thii-st and to use iu the eimkinjr 
of ye slap jacks or the brewing of ye fHintly 
tnedieincs. Hut that also was a l«>n^ time 
liefore 
Mayor Starr 
became a 
crat or before the town lenriie i t»> know 
what a genuine comfort a mayor wa.*». 
Ii 
was in the days that the hiinly swain 
yanked the milk from the festive piat ami 
the housewife cooked the same into delicious 
corn bread which had the consisteney of a 
paving brick and was used in emer^tMioie.’^ 
to ward off the attacks t>f ¡-ca'p scenting 
Indians. 


But strange as it may seem umler suult 
unfavorable circumstances, the t«»wii gr*-w 
and a generation or two after, the carrying 
of the gourd to tlie river cens-d to Ins an 
anticipatcil pleasure and it was decidi*d by 
common consent .»f all the |ieople lo have a 
town pump. The well was diii—it wh- 
well dug and the town took a liolidny hu<I 
put in tlie pump. The pump was madf 
after a spettial order, compiled, sigiieii, 
sealeil and delivered by a committee of ten 
ti usted citizens. Tiie pump was a mammoth 
affair and iHJgan coming from the factory 
two months before the last piece ailived 
It had laid corded up l>ack of the town 
tiall until all of its numerous parts iirriveil, 
theu the various parts were put together 
and as we have hitlierto mentioned, the 
town took a day off and put in the pump. 
There were speeches by some of the hvuiing 
lights of the town and singing of patriotic 
songs by the entire as.seint)lage. 
Tlien 
tliero was a scrainl>le lo gel tiie lirst ghiss 
of water. A deacon of the .Mfllmdist 
church, the only man in town who could 
swear untier his hreath, and an ai»le body 
of asiiistants reverently grasped the handle 
of tho pump—and puinpi-d. 
Tiio man 
wlio by dint of nuiscle got the 
cnp 
for 
thu 
llrst 
ilrink, 
gulped 
down 
pint oi iluid 
which 
was 
a de­ 
lightful mi.\ture 
of oil, sand, grease ami 
earth gas, i^vnt homo and wa.s sick seven 
monllts witli a delerluin fever. One or two 
dogs who licked up thedri|iping.s, were at 
tucked wilii liydrojihobia, got the crowd in­ 
to a state of reckless confU!<i«)n ami the 
town pump for tho time being was voted a 
failure. 


But after judicious legislation and the 
leath of a few brave souls, coiitideiiee was 
restore«! and the poli(;y of town puinpism 
grew steadily in public favor. A few pulilic 
spirited citizens ami leaders of fashion took 
to driiiking pump water and liie infani 
enterprise 
dul 
bii'iness 
34 
hours 
h 
day and a side door business every Sun- 
lay. 


Tho pump wn-* located right at tln' 
present corner of State and .Ship streets 
and wius thu cause of constant anxiety to 
tho town authorities. 
It was constantly 
getting out of repair and there were only 
two men in town who couM tlx it 
They 
were Joe 1 lager and .loe Hone. Thit olil 
pump with its forty feet of pipe used lo be 
hauled out onto dry land about three time 
a week on the average, and it cauu* al*> ul 
that iu later years the first item on th

l>lin>rent Ways. 


Heroism and mo«lcsty proverbially go 
hand in hand, but thoie are few moro 
«trilling exaniplps of the combination 
than that Hitorded by the cnptain of a 
wrocking tog in New York harbor. Hi« 
own account of tho alTuir was thui set 
down in the tug’s log: "Jan. 80—Left 
Jersey City 7 a. m. Ice running heavy; 
Captain Jno.stopped leak in ferryboat.” 
Mr. F. llopkiupon Smith, in his “ Day at 
Lugucrre’s, ’ tells the story more folly. 


The Hoboken ferryboat was stopped, 
midway of its early passage, by the ice 
pack. 
At this juncture an ocean tng- 
bont crashed into her side, cutting a V 
siuiped gasli below tho water line. A 
panic ensued' among passengers and 
crew’. Just then the wrecking tug Reli­ 
ance ran alongside, aad Cuptaiu Joo 
Smith jumped on board. 


He dropped into the engine room, 
met tho engineer half way up tho lad­ 
der, compelled him to return, dragged 
tho mattres.'^es from the crow’s bunks, 
stripped oft' blankets, racks of clothes, 
overalls, cotton waste and rags of car­ 
pet, cramming them into the great rent 
left by the tug’a cntwater until tho 
space of each broken plank was replaced 
except one. 
Through and over this 
space the water still combed, deluging 
the flotjrs aud swashing down between 
the gratings into the hold below. 


“ Another mattress, quicki All gone? 
A blanket, 
th e u — carpet—anything! 
■ C^uick, for God's sake!" 


It was useless. 
Everything, even to 
the oil ragrf, had been used. 
Little by 
little the water gained, bursting out 
below, then on one Bide, only to bo re­ 
calked and only to rush in again. 
.,Captain Joe stood a moment as if un* 
decided, then deliberately tore down 
the top wall of calking he had so care­ 
fully built up, and before tho engineer 
could protest had forced his own body 
into the gap. w ith his arm outside, 
level w ith tlie drifting ice. 


An hour later the disable^l ferryboat 
was towed into tho Hoboken slip with 
every soul on board. When they lifted 
Captain Joe from the wreck, ho was un­ 
conscious and barely alive. The water 
had frozen his blood, aud the floating 
ice had torn the flesh from his protrud­ 
ing arm from shoulder to wrist. When 
tho color began to cieep back to his 
checks, he ojiened his eyes and said to 
tho doctor W’ho was winding tho band­ 
ages:

THE PRICE OF SILVER. 


It May Be Affected By the Famine 


In India. 


An associated press dispatch from 


London says: 


The famine in Northern India, which 


now appears to be inevitable, c&uses 
the greatest anxiety here, and it is 
recognized that the Import of Ameri- 
can wheat is likely to be the prime 
factor of the situation. Prices in the 
atlccted districts have risen consider- 
ably, and the California wheat en 
route is sold in advance at higher 
prices than the native wheat, indicat- 
ing the conviction that prices will have 
risen still higher by the time the im- 
ports arrive. The Indian government 
is already sketching out vast schemes 
for railroad, canal and other relief 
works. 


The statist points out that the posi- 


tion of silver is 
most 
unplesant, 


"though," it adds, ''the price may be 
temporarily maintained. Tlie opinion 
is growing that the silver party will be 
unsuccessful in the elections, conse- 
quently, silver will not receive the 
support of the United States purchases 
and the China demand is nil. 


Continuing, the statis says: "The 


continued failure of the crops in India 
is a serious matter for silver as, with a 
scarcity of food, the natives are in- 
clined to sell rather than buy orna- 
ments. Hence, the Indian demand may 
disappear for a 
considerable time. 


Thus it appears that a serious fall in 
the price of silver is probable, unless 
the silver party gain power in Amer- 
ica."

Foreci'ios In Collcctloui. 


Tho question of forgeries which dis- 


figure our national collections cannot 
p:\ss uunoticcd. I do not assert that tlio 
South Kensington museum contains 
more of them than are to be found in 
similar institutions on tho continent, 
though it probably does, for with suoh 
exquisite aud beautiful skill are these 
objects nowadays forged or "faked" that 
the most practical export may now aud 
again bo victimized by tboia almost 
without disgrace. So perfect has i_ue art 
of the forger hecomo and so flue an art- 
ist tho forger, so elaborate his plots and 
conspiracies to notch oven the wurieat of 
directors aud collectors, that often the 
only safety lies nowadays in written 
guarantee and proved provRniaiico from 
ono reputable collection to another, I 
need not refer to any even of the moat 
notorious forgeries in Soutb Kensington 
museum, for that is obviously tho duty 
of a properly appointed committee of 
experts, which should at tho earliest 
possible moment bo constituted. I do 
uot agree with Sir J. O. Robinson's first 
proposal, that such frauds should ho de- 
stroyed out of all existeuco. 


I believe that a far better purpose 


would uo served by branding them in- 
delibly as forgeries and bringing them 
together in a single room, to form an 
edifying forgery exhibition by them- 
selves, with all purticulurs as to the 
dealers from whom they were obtained 
and the price which \vua paid for them. 
The educational value «>f such a collec- 
tion would bo couBidfcrablo imd as an 
object leasou instructive in distinct 
ways to collector, student, forger'and 
director, and only a littlo moral courage 
would be required to act ou the sugges- 
tion. Moreover, the liuo artists who 
inado them might bo" thus discovered 
nnd encouraged in more honorable 
work. At the saino time the revision of 
tho museum labels should bo proceeded, 
with and the numerous errors which at 
present mislead the pnblio remedied.— 
Contemporary Review.

Mr. F. llopkiufon Smith, in his "Day at 


nKUcrre's," tells the story more fully. 
The Ilubokcn ferryboat was stopped, 


midway of its early passage, by the ice 
[lack. At this juncture an orpun tug- 
boat crashed iuto her side, cutting a V 
shaped cufh below Iho water lino. A 
[laniu ensued' among passengers and 
crew. Just then thu wricking tug Reli- 
ance ran alouiiside, -:ud Captaiu Joe 
Smith jumped on board. 


Ho droppud into tlie engine room, 


met (he engineer half way up the lad- 
der, compelled him to return, dragged 
the mattresses from the crow's bunks, 
stripped oil' blankets, racks of clothes, 
overalls, cotton waste and rags of car- 
pet, cramming them iuto the great rent 
loft by the tug's cutwater until the 
spare of each broken plunk was replaced 
except one. 
Through and over this 


ppace the water still combed, deluging 
the Hoors and swashing down between 
the gratings into the hold below. 


"Another mattress, qtiickl All gone? 


A blanket, then — carpet—anything! 
Quick, for God's sake!" 


It was useless. Everything, even to 


the oil rags, had been used. Littlo by 
little the water gained, bursting out 
below, then on one side, only to bo re- 
calked and only to rush in again. 


Captain Joe stood a moment as if un-
